The repaying of Haverford Avenue, 
begun last week, will be completed by 
next Wednesday, according to an esti- 
mate by George B. Suplee, Superin- 
tendent of Public Works, at the meet- 
ing of Council on Monday night. 

Due to the discovery that the street 
as originally paved had no base, and 
since this is required in order to com- 
ply with the State's specifications, the 
work is taking slightly longer than 
was originally anticipated. 

The work is being done at this time, 
Robert F. Wood, chairman of the 
Highway and Sewer Committee of 
Council, pointed out, because half the 
cost of the improvement is being borne 
by the county and the County Com- 
missioners haying stipulated that the 
work must be completed within the 
calendar year. "The surface of the road 
was badly cracked," Mr. Wood said, 
"and we were afraid it wouldn't last 
through the winter. The resurfacing 
would have been done this year any- 
way, had it not been necessary to cur- 
tail the highway department budget in 
order to reduce the tax rate. If the 
work was put off till spring the cost 
to the Borough would have been twice 
as much," he added.

Nineteen heads of families who are 
residents of the Borough will be given 
employment through the Haverford 
and Windsor Avenues improvement, 
which is in accordance with the aim of 
the county in appropriating the fund. 

All possible consideration is being 
given to the Haverford Avenue mer- 
chants, it was pointed out, by not 
closing off the street completely, am 
in permitting trucks to park in front 
of the stores while the reconstruction 
is going on. It will only be necessary 
to close off the street to all traffic for 
one or two days when the top dressing 
is being applied, according to Mr. 
Suplee. 

It was announced by Mr. Wood that 
Hyman Ricklin, hardware store pro- 
prietor and owner of the property at 
the corner of Haverford and Essex 
Avenues, had generously donated a 
strip at that intersection, fifteen inches 
back from the corner, to the Borough. 
This will permit the rounding off of a 
congested and dangerous intersection. 

A resolution was adopted at the 
meeting providing for the setting aside 
in the 1932 budget of the sum of $100 
to be used in connection with the 
George Washington Bi-Centennial cel- 
ebration by the American Legion in its 
Memorial Day program. 

The building report showed that but 
two permits had been issued during 
the month of October. Seventeen in- 
spections were made by the Building 
Inspector during the month and six 
operations, among \them the recon- 
struction of the Narberth Public 
School building, were found to be com- 
pleted.

at Community Service 

The Rev. Gibson Bell, the rector of 
All Saints Church, Wynnewood, and 
Headmaster of Montgomery School, 
delivered the principal address at the 
Armistice Day Community Service held 
in the Narberth Theatre last Sunday, 
at 7:45 P. M. A group of members of 
Harold D. Speakman Post, American 
Legion, with their National and Post 
colors, attended the service in a body. 

Following the singing of "America" 
bv the congregation, the Rev. Robert 
E. Keighton, the Chaplain of the Nar- 
berth American Legion Post, delivered 
the invocation; and the Rev. Cletus 
Senft, of Holy Trinity Lutheran 
Church, Narberth, read the scripture 
selection. Henry G. Sparks, of Nar- 
berth, then sang a tenor solo. After 
one minute of silent tribute to those 
who died in the war, Rev. Samuel 
MacAdams, of the Narberth Methodist 
Episcopal Church, delivered a fervent 
prayer. A collection was taken up for 
the benefit of the Welfare Fund of 
Harold D. Speakman Post, American 
Legion. The amount received was 
forty-two dollars and eighty-six cents. 

The American Legion Welfare Fund 
is used in Narberth to give assistance 
in cases of extreme necessity to the 
wives, widows and young children of 
war veterans. As the fund depends 
entirely on voluntary contributions, and 
as the members of the Legion have 
never conducted a "drive" or a house- 
to-house canvass in order to raise 
money for this worthy cause, the fund 
has always been too small to help 
more than a few of the most urgent 
cases, and only those within the limits 
of the Borough of Narberth. Not one 
cent is spent for administration ex- 
penses or clerical work. The work of 
investigating the various cases is done 
by the Chairman of the American 
Legion Welfare Committee, Charles J. 
Clarke, who also collects worn clothing 
(in presentable condition) of children 
who have outgrown it, and distributes 
the clothing where it will be most ap- 
preciated by the children of war 
veterans. If YOU have children, look 
over their last year's clothes NOW — 
while you think of it — and make a 
pile of those which are too small to 
wear. Then pack them in a box (one 
of those empty cardboard boxes you 
have in your attic will do). Then call 
Mr. Clarke. Chairman of the Legion 
Welfare Committee, on the 'phone: 
Cynwyd 1880. He will be glad to 
call at your house for the clothing, 
and you may be sure it will be ap- 
preciated.

In a statement made this week, 
Clifford W. Bates expressed his thanks 
to the voters of the Borough in re- 
electing him to Council and outlined 
the situation regarding the action of 
Council on the Zoning Ordinance. 

Mr. Bates' statement follows: 

"To the voters of the Borough of 
Narberth: 

"I wish to thank the people of Nar- 
berth for the confidence shown in me 
by my recent re-election to the 
Borough Council, and I particularly 
want to express my appreciation to 
those who worked so successfully on 
my behalf. I feel that my re-election, 
in the face of the handicap of having 
lost in the Republican primary, was 
a particular indication of approval of 
the stand which I have taken on 
various matters relating to the welfare 
of the Borough. 

"Although my opponent disclaimed 
that the recent action of Council in re- 
fusing to modify the lines of the busi- 
ness districts of the Borough at the 
present time was an issue in the recent 
election, I feel that the result of this 
election was very largely an expression 
of approval of this action by. the resi- 
dents of the Borough and a similar 
opinion has been expressed by several 
other members of Council. 

"In this connection a brief statement 
regarding the recent action of Council 
regarding the Zoning Ordinance may 
be in order. As Chairman of the 
Ordinance and Law Committee, it was 
my duty to preside at the public hear- 
ings held on this matter and to draft 
the new ordinance, although I would 
greatly have preferred not to do this, 
since my own property would have 
been affected unfavorably by one of the 
proposed changes. During the entire 
course of the proceedings leading up 
to the final action of Council, every 
member of Council (including myself, 
in spite of my personal feeling) main- 
tained an open mind on the matter and 
it was not until a Committee meeting, 
held shortly before the Council meet- 
ing at which final action was to be 
taken, that it became evident to the 
surprise of every one that practically 
every member of Council was of the 
opinion that the arguments advanced 
in favor of the change were insufficient 
to warrant the modification of either 
of the business districts at the present 
time. Previously, each of us had sup- 
posed that a majority favored the modi- 
fication, and when the real sentiments 
were ascertained it became necessary 
to redraft the ordinance, since it was 
highly desirable to retain some gen- 
eral amendments to the original Zoning 
Ordinance which had been introduced 
into the new ordinance for the purpose 
of strengthening it. 

"While this matter is considered tc 
be settled for the present, it is very 
possible that at some time in the 
future conditions will have so changed 
that some modification of the business 
districts will be desirable. None of the 
members of Council wishes to stand in 
the way of the Borough's progress and 
if, at some future time when business 
expansion demands a greater accom- 
modation, such a modification should 
seem to be for the best interests of the 
Borough as a whole. Council may be 
depended upon to take suitable action. 

"Again thanking those who voted for 
nic and those who worked for my re- 
election, I wish to assure the residents 
of Narberth that I shall continue to 
endeavor to act for the best interests 
of the Borough."

divided this "frontier" into three 
parts — childhood, vocation and thought. 
Of the problems of childhood he told 
of the annual loss of 200,000 children 
before the age of five, and the death of 
25,000 mothers. "The United States 
stands sixth in freedom from child 
mortality and sixteenth in freedom from 
maternal deaths," he said. 

In the second frontier — that of voca- 
tion, he pointed out the lack of knowl- 
edge of the actual needs of the country 
in various vocations, and of the con- 
sequent education of youth for jobs 
already over-manned. "School is a 
training camp," he said "in which a 
term of 8 years is compulsory, and in 
which 12, 16, 20 or more years must 
be spent to prepare for higher posi- 
tions." 

"The frontier of thought requires the 
courage to pioneer by giving up what 
has been in favor of what is to he. 
We must preserve our willingness to 
take a risk." 

Dr. Laird discussed the broader as- 
pects of education and pointed out the 
opportunities for training in other than 
scholastic subjects. The mental, social 
and moral training was defined in 
quotations from other great educators — 
Lawrence Lowell, of Harvard; Nicholas | 
Murray Butler, of Columbia, and Felix 
Schelling, of Penn. j 

"An awakened intellectual curiosity I 
is the greatest gift of a successful ] 
college education." he concluded. 

Mr. Stites reviewed the other talks I 
and reminded the audience of the im- 
portance of the United States in pres- 
ent world problems. He pointed to the 
visits of Mr. MacDonald, Laval and 
Grandi to Washington. 

Mr. Harman, in an amusing and 
vigorous talk, showed the successful 
workings of the Gates plan at Penn. 
"College spirit is now at the highest 
pitch at 1'enn I have ever seen," he 
said. 

"We have taken the football team 
out of the professional class and given 
it back to the student body," he said, 
and went on to praise the work of the 
intra-mural teams and the wider par- 
ticipation in athletics of the student 
body as a whole. 

Mr. Schrepfcr defended the Legion's 
demands for recognition of the prob- 
lems of men disabled by war. He 
pointed to the growth of the Legion 
to a membership of over one million. 

"The Legion is not raiding the treas- 
ury," he said. "We must recognize 
that there arc no adequate facilities to 
care for the multiplying number of 
men disabled by the war. By 1934 the 
peak of physical disability cases should 
be reached, 1ml the peak of mental and 
nervous cases will not be reached until 
1945. Men in Pennsylvania with men- 
tal troubles gained during the war are 
in jails because there arc not adequate 
hospital facilities."
